HOW POPLAR GROWS | 


Rate of Growth Studied in Canada and | 
United States 

| The aspen poplar, frequently spok- 

en of as the white poplar, is one of 

he most common trees all over Can- 


ada (at any rate in that portion of 
the Dotainion east of the Rocky 
* Mountains) In many parts of the 


Dominion it forms quite extensive for 


ests (especially in districts that have 
been burned over) This fact gives 


it a place of some importance in the 
forestry of the Dominion, although it 
is one of the inferior woods. 

Some years ago (in 1905) the For- 
estry Branch of the Department of 
tre Interior made a careful survey of 
the Turtle Mountain forest reserve in 
Southern Manitoba, on which this 
poplar is by all odds the most plenti- 
ul tree As a result of investigation 
; om the basis of data collected during 
this survey, it was estimated that, if 
‘the poplar were allowed to grow to 
the age of forty-years, there-would be 


an average growth, for the whole of 
that time, of one cord per year on a 
fully stocked acre At the end of! 
that time there would be standing on 
each acre about 850 trees, ‘of au av- 
erage height of 45 feet and an aver- 
age dimmeter, at 4% feet above the 


ground,.of 6 inches; these would yield 
} some 40 cords of wood. 

Recently the United States Forest 
Service published their Bulletin No. 
43, entitled “The Aspens,” and it is 
interesting to note that their results 
come close to the figures made out by 
the Canadiau survey. Volume tables

This is changed to a complex carburet, 
treated witb azotic and suipbaric acids, 
ie diluted and sold as musk. 

Most of the cheap perfumes are tml- 
tations, and they are almost always 
inferior to the flower extracts. So it 
might properly be said that tt is a wise 
tiower that knows its own perfume.--

FIRST ANIMAL HOSPITAL. 


It Was Established Im the Orient Over 
Two Thousand Years Ago. 

One must go to the orlent and look 
back more than 2,000 years to find the 
first animal hospital kuown. 

The famous Buddbist emperor of In- 
dia, Asoka, whose long relgo from 264 
to 227 B. O. abonnded to many good 
works, was probably the earliest to es- 
tablish a bospital for the treatment of 
animals, says Our Dumb Antmals, 
Asoka was a trne bumaonitariap as well 
as a most powerful soverelgo and, al- 


though ruling a vast domain, became 
deeply tmpressed by the horrors of 
warfare. 


He gave up his desire for conquest, 
and the rock inscriptions, whicb are 
still extant, record such beneficent 
edicts of bis as the counseling of plant: 
ing shade trees, the digging of wells, 
sending out of missionaries, appoint 
ment of special officers to supervise 
charities, the establishing of bospitals 
for bumankind and animals. 

It is of interest to kvow that the last 

| remaining of Asoka's bospitais wus 
devoted to animals. It covered twen- 
ty-five acres and was divided into 
proper wards and courts for the ac 
commodation “of the patients. When 
ap apimal was sick or injured its mas- 
ter had only to bring it to the bospital, 
where it was cared for without regard 
to the caste of its owner and where, if 
necessary, it found an asylum tn old 
age. 


Where Name Spa Originated. 

Perbaps few people know tbat the 
term “spa” as applied to a watering 
place originated witb the resort of that 
pame in Belgium, whicb a bundred 
years ago was one of the best known 
resorts in Europe. Its vogne bas con- 
tinued to a great extent up to the pres- 
ent time, thougb the bigh play that 
once made it famous is not now al 
lowed by the Belgian government 
They call it tbe “pearl of the Arden- 
nes,” and fits oame is merited, situ: 
ated as it is tp one of the most cbarin- 
ing valleys of tbat range with a uost 
beautifni country surrounding it 
Nothing conld exceed the beanty of the 
walks and drives tp the height of sum- 
mer, for the well tended parks and 
gardens of Belgium are famous, and 
the whole country ts dotted witb beau: 
tiful country houses.—Brooklyn Eagle

Luncheon Asparagus. 
Prepare two Jarge slices of toast by 


slicing lengthwise of the loaf. The 
slices should be uniform in size and 


thickness, ‘Toast a nice even brown on 
both sides. Lay one slice on the heat- 
ed dish and moisten slightly with a 
little of the water the asparagus is 
boiled In. On the toast arrange a 
layer of nicely boiled asparagus with 
the tongh ends cut off. Cover with a 
cream sauce to which you bave added 
a little lemon juice and two beaten 
egg yolks. Place the second slice on 
the asparagus and add anotber layer 
of asparagus and the sauce. Deco 
rate the border witb parsley and po- 
tato chips or, when served as a luuch- 
eon dish, serve thin, crisp brown bacon 
slices with it. [Fresh green peas boiled 
in salted water and drained, seasoned 


and a little butter added make a suit- 
able combination and a nice border, 
Boiled rice or spaghetti Increases the 
value of the dish when eltber takes 
the place of meat. 


Bread of Rolled Oats. 


Two cupfuls boiling water, one-half 
cupful molasses, one-half tablespoonful 
salt, one tablespoonfni butter, one halt 
yeast cake dissolved tn one halt cupful 
Jukewarm water, one cup rolled oats, 
four and one balf cups flour. Add boil- 
ing Avater to onts and let stand one 
bour; udd molasses, salt, butter, dis- 
solved yeast cake and flour, Let rise, 
beat thoroughly, turn toto buttered 
bread pans, let rise again and bake. 
By using one-half cupful less flour the 
dough is better suited for biscults, 
but, being soft, Is difficult to handle. 


To make shaping of biscuits eusy take 
up mixture by spoonfuls, drop into 
plate of flour and bave palms of hands 
well covered with flour before attempt 
ing to shape. 


Fig Cake. 

For the dark part of the cake take a 
half cupful of butter, one cupful of 
sugar, a half cupful of water, one and 
one-half cupfuls of raisins cut fine, 
two eggs, one teaspoonful of baking 


powder sifted Into the flour, nutmeg, 
cinnamon and cloves, a baif teaspoon- 
ful each. Bake in two layers. ‘lake 


one pound of figs and save eight for 
the top of the cake. For the filling »se 
the remainder of the figs washed and 
chopped fine, one tablespoonful of 
sugar and a little water. Cook until 


smooth. Make any delicate white cake, 
alternate the light and dark ltayers, 
using the fig paste between each layer. 


Frost the cake all over with 
plain white preferred.

Sand Cake. 

For sand cake or snow cake have 
ready the following Ingredients: Vow- 
dered sugar, the weigbt of elgbt exes; 
corp flour, the weight of six eggs; but® 
ter, the welght of four eggs; elgbt 
eggs and the fuice of half a lemon, 
Separate the yolks of the eggs from 
the white and cream the egg yolks 
with the sugar in a basin. When 
quite creamy add the lemon juice, the 
butter and the milk, stirring all tbe 
time, Next work in gently and lightly 
the stiffly whisked whites of eggs and 


the corn flour. Gave ready a well 
buttered and floured cake mold, and 
bake In a moderately heated oven for 


about one hour. 


New Green Peas, 
Wash the pods thoroughly in cold 


water. Shell ont the pens and put 
the pods into a stewpnn and cover 
with water. Boll thoroughly, then 
strain the water over the peas and pat 
them on to boll Roll them tender. 
Season witb a teaspoonful of butter, 
salt and pepper and serve, Ip this 


way the pens have a much richer fla- 
vor and nothing is wasted. The water 
will make a delicions cream soup for 
the following day or may be osed for 
making sauce for asparagus or other 
vegetables, 


Endive and Potato Salad. 

Cut some boiled potatoes iv dice 
while wari and dress them witb a lit. 
tle olf and flavored vinegar, a few 
drops of anchovy essence and a dust 
of cayevne, witb a very little ealt, 
Put them in a cold place for a few 
hours. Place a head of endive in a 
plate or bowl—let it be compact to 
shape—then put a row of chopped beet 
root between it and the potatoes, 
Sprinkie over (be latter a small onton 
finely chopped and some parsiey and 
thyme.

Boll young beets tender and when 
done skin, slice and chop fine. Shred

@ scrub bull only it will not pay to 
keep a scrub bull, If, however, a good 
bull—one that will improve his dairy 


herd—is not within reach, then it will | 


pay him to own a good one. The bull 
eats as much as a cow, {s usually trou- 
blesome, aud it is greater economy to 
keep a cow in his place and use a 
neighbor's bull if such is as good as 
one you would keep. If you must keep 
4 bull for a small number of cows keep 
@ better one than your neighbors have.

The boots of Roman emperors wera 
enriched with pearls and diamonds, 
and the wealthier Romans sported the | 
like decorations, There were Roman 
women who ornamented their low 
shoes with pearls and embroideries, | 
gold and amber. There were man 
whose biut soies were of massive gold. 

Pliny, speaking of his own time, 
Says: “Our ladies are not content to 
adorn their waking shoes alone with 
pee stones and jewels, but even 

slippers which they wear in their 
Private apartments are decorated. Pre- 
cious stones do not suffice. Ther must, 
to be in fashion, tread on pearls and 
crowd their feet with ornaments like 
kings.” Julius Caesar wore high boots 
worked in gold and ornamented with 
pearls. 

Heliogabalus, who never wore a pair 
of boots more than once, as he never 
wore the same ring twice, had pre- 
cious stones set in them, and even 
cameos, which excited the laughter of 
the populace because no one could see 
distinctly the cunning work of fam- 
ous artists.

The air 
in contact with plants is thus chilled 
and deposits its moisture upon the 
leaves of the plants in dew. When 
the chilling of the air proceeds fur- 
ther the moisture may be precipitated 
to a considerable height above the 
earth’s surface, and it then becomes 
what we call fog.

JANITORS IN VIENNA, 


Gay oe 
Golden Soles, Too, Were Worn by | These Autocrats Are Paul Prys, Tas 


Collectors and Jailers. 

The Viennese who does not wish to 
be out of pocket must keep early 
hours. After ten o'clock at night he 
is taxed on entering his own house 
or apartment. The ‘‘sperregeld” or 
door opening tax is not peculiar to 
Vienna, but is also found in other 
capitals of Europe. 

he 2,000,000 residents of the Aus- 
trian capital are practically imprison- 
ed in their own homes from ten o’clock 
in the evening until six the next 
morning. They may go in or out only 
by paying the equivalent of four cents 
to anitor or, as the Austrians call 
him, the house master. 

Now, Vienna is built on the flat or 
apartment house plan. Rich men and 
working people alilee live in quarters 
of this kind. The houses are large. 
having five or six floors, usually with 
four flats on a floor, so that not in- 
frequently there will be upward of 100 

rsons living under one roof. There 
be common entrance’ from the street, 
and after ten o'clock at night this 
deor is bolted and barred. 

This tax must be met every time one 
passes through the doorway. There is 
no exception to this rule. A man who 
has dine with a friend must, if he 
ri late, pay four cents to get out 
of his friend’s house and four cents | 
more to get into his own. A telegram | 
in the night calls for the payment of 
the tax before the messenger can en- 


r. 
It is the function of the house mas- 
ter to keep duplicate copies of forms, 
on which every individual in the} 
house must report to the police his 
age, birthplace and religion, his exact 
occupation and other personal details | 
that the Austrian authorities insist on | 
khowing. Nor does the ,>wer of the 
Viennese janitor end here. From the 
little lookout that he occupies at the 
foot of the stairs he sees every one 
that goes in or out. He ascertains) 
with astonishing accuracy the amount 
of each tenant’s income, the events of | 
his private life and the character of | 
his visitors. 

In some apartment houses the house | 
master is more powerful than in oth- 
ers. There is a case on record in 
which an Anglo-Saxon resident was 
obliged to move from an apartment 
that he particularly like for the sim- 
ple reason that he could not venture 
to speak with any degree of sharpness | 
to the man at his door, éven when 
the janitor was remiss in his duties.

No doubt there are half grown boys 
and girls in plenty now who have 
never seen a lightning rod, yet a quar- 
ter of a century ago no building was 
consfdered safe from a bolt of light- 
ning unless it was surmounted by the 
trustee steel point which was @xpect- 
ed to attract the fluid and convey it 
harmlessly into the earth, 

Public faith in the efficacy of the 
lightning rod was so great that it was 
difficult for the owner of a building to 
get a fire insurance policy unless he 
first provided a lightning rod as a 
shield from danger from the elements, 
as does the average negro depend up- 
on his little bag provided by the hoo- 
doo vender, 

The farmer was the especial easy 
mark selected by the smooth light- 
ning rod pedlar, for the reason that 
the farmer usually owned his home, 
and besides, being less importuned by 
traveling agents, he was more sus- 
ceptible to their wiles, but in the 
towns and cities no residence was 
considered quite complete until it was 
embellished by a lightning rod. 


The pediar who was on to his job 
would drive up to a prosperous ap- 
pearing farm residence and, equipped 
with @ small storage battery, would 
proceed to demonstrate to the family 
the awful fate which awaited if the 
home was not protected by a light- 
ning rod. Harrowing tales of the de- 
struction of houses, consuming all the 
earthly possessions of the oceupants 
and frequently resulting in the death 
of the entire family, were told so elo- 
quently and pathetically that a tract 
was usually signed without delay and 
the lightning rod may proceeded to 
cover the house and the barn with 
the slender metallic rods, implanting 
the lower end firmly in the earth and_ 
erecting as many shafts .above the 
roof as his conscience would permit, 
with a rooster or an arrow or some 


other ornament surmounting the 
shaft. 
When the buildings had been well 


covered in this way the pedlar left on 
his way to persuade others to allow 
him to rod their buildings, and a few 
months later, often, the farmer was 
notified by a bank that he was ex- 
pected to call and pay the amount call- 
ed for in the contract, a sum which 
usually surprised the debtor, but as 
the contract was generally in the na- 
ture of a lien on the buildings the 
owner had no option but to pay the 
bill. 

But the passing of the lightning rod 
has been going on for many years and 
now it is practically unknown except | 
when it is seen on some of the older 
buildings where it has been for per- 
haps 25 or 30 years, and the people 
have come to look upon ft with about | 
as much respect for its virtue as they 
have for the left hind leg of a grave- 
yard rabbit. The lightning rod 
served its purpose. It made sever-| 
al millionaires, and it calmed the} 
feelings of thousands of nervous per- 
sons during thunderstorms, but it has 
gone, and soon it will be recalled only 
by tradition.—San Antonio Express.

They grind the corn in their mills 
and make their own bread; they press 
the grape and the monastery tables 
tell how generous is the supply of 
wine. In Gogol’s “Dead Souls,” 
among all the humordus accounts of 
decaying States is one serious story 
of a vast property where everything 
was done well.

LIBERTY BELL A FAKE 


Did Not Ring Out Independence, Says 
Historian 


Joseph Jackson, Philadelphia histor- 
jan, comes forward with a statement 
that the old cracked bell which is 
treasured as an historic relic in Inde- 
pendence Hall was not used in pro- 
claiming liberty throughout the land. 
Jackson declares that the thousands 
who came yearly to Independence 
Hall to view the old alleged mouth- 
piece of newly-born liberty were im- 
posed on. Mr. Jackson then takes up 
the alleged ringing of the bell and the 
claim that it proclaimed liberty on 
July 4, 1776. So far as he has been 
able to discover after years of re- 
search, this misleading statement is 
directly traceable to “Watson's Annals 
of Philadelphia,” which was published 
in 1830. Prior to the publication of 
that work the bell was known as the 
State house bell and not Liberty bell, 
and nothing had been said about its
